The first section declares, in substance, 
that any Merchant, or other persons enga¬ 
ged in commercial pursuits, who shall com¬ 
mit any of the acta of bankruptcy, therein 
specified, may be declared a bankiupr. 
Farmers, and others, are exempt from the 
operation of this section. 

The next section provide for the appoint¬ 
ment in ea h .State, of one General Cu n- 
missioner of Bankruptcy,twfoie whom eiisll 
be conducted a'l questions ari-ing under 
the law, with the right nf app'-al lo Ihe 
Courts of the United States, a d-ecuring 
a jury trial, in all cases, where it may bo 
demanded by either party. Special com¬ 
missions, are autboriaed, in all ca-es where 
Ibe court shall deem them neceV«ary. 

When a person is found lo be a bank¬ 
rupt, his whole estate is to be vested in 
assignees, chosen by the creditor-, for the «• 
qual benefit of all Ibe credit.irs. Various pro¬ 
visions are made, in other parts ofthe bills 
with Ihe object of securing to the creditors 
the whole estate of Ihe bankrupt. Provis- 
sion ia then made lor the kuppori of tlm 
bankrupt, pending the investigation, and 
for a final allowance lo him. in proportion 
lo tbe amount divided among the creditors. 
On its finally appearing that Ihe bankrupt 
has made a fair and full surrender of his 
whole estate to hiscreditorij ond ha^aricd 
throughout with good faith, the bill pfO" 
vides for his discharge fmm all further lia¬ 
bility for eiislicg debts A gn-a* many 
sections of (he bill are devoted to the reg¬ 
ulation of the proceedings of the Cnminis- 
sioner and Assi^inees; and prescribing the 
course to be pursued by tbe bankrupt and 
bis eretlitors—Tbe bill finally provides lor 
the case of persons, other than traders, ^lio 
(though exempt from the operation of 'he 
first section of the hill,) are permitted, on 
the application of ibe creditors, and hn4/i

AN ACT 10prevent the unnecessary accu- 
mnlulinn ol cigt* in Civil Suit*. 

Sec 1. Bp it enacted bij the General 
^.•iHemblij uf Alaryland, That Irom and 
after tl'B pa>8ug« ol 'his act, it shall not 
be (awful for the clerks of Hie several coun¬ 
ty coucts in this state lo issue several 
writ* of capias ad respnndendum. upon 
any .joint and several bond, penal or sin¬ 
gle bill, executed by two or more persons, 
when Hie pcson so executing the saiil 
bniiil, pen.al or single hill, are alive, and 
reside in ilie same county; but in all such

These secret proceedings are just now 
publisbed, after the determination of the 
Senate to sdrise and consent to the appoint¬ 
ment of Messrs. Anderson and Sergeant 
as Ministers, and of Mr. Rochester as Se¬ 
cretary, to attend the Congress at Panama 
on the part of the United Stales. 

This nomination by the President was 
made in consequence of an invitation given 
to our country to be present at that inter¬ 
esting and important Congress, by means 
of our representative ministers; and this 
his intention was officially made known in 
his message to the present congress, now in 
session, when they convened. 

As the Congress at Panama is a repre¬ 
sentative meeting of all the South Ameri 
can Stales, which have declared themselves 
independent, to consult, as is understood 
for their general welfare and common de 
fence—to promote union at home, and free 
and peaceful intercourse abroad—and to 
secure to themselves and to their posteri¬ 
ty, the blessings of established liberty and 
good goveiDuient—it will present a scene 
of as great universal concern and interest 
to the civilized world as could occui 
hether these Slates will be able to main 
tain their independence, is an sRairexclu 
sively with themselves and the mothe 
couotry—we have no right, and we will

How this could be belter eflec- 
led tbau hy sending two or three prudent 
and able men, to a'tend this great meeting 
at Panama, where all these subjects will 
be developed and brought to light, it is oot 
easy to conceive—and if it is an object for

the Senate. It was anticipated (bat this 
Panama mission would be seized on by Ibe 
opponents of the President as the rallying 
ground of a regular opposition—how far 
that anticipalioo has been realized, roust be 
left to the opinions of all who read the Ex¬ 
ecutive proceeding upon that subject. 

The first resolutions were introduced by Mr, 
Van Uuren, to wit:

Resolved, That Ibe President be res 
pectfully requested to inform tbe Senate 
whether such objection exists to tbe publi 
ration of the documents communicated by 
the Executive, or aay portion of them; aod 
if so, to specify tbe part', the publication o 
which would, fur that reason, be objection¬ 
able 

The first of these resolutions asserts a 
propriety of course, that we believe, is uo 
exampled In Ihe history of the executive 
proceedings of our country, since an esiab 
lished system of business baa bi eo adopted 
All executive business has been uniformly 
transacted with closed doors, and for the 
wisest and best state reasons—nor is there 
reaaoo to deviate from ibe course; for if it is 
llKiugbt useful to give the proceeding to ibe 
world, it may be done, as it has been duae 
in this and in various other cases, as soon 
as the busioesB is over, exhibiting the pro¬ 
positions, and yeas and nays thoughout. 
But the public interest can in do way be 
promoted by transacting the executive bu¬ 
siness with open doors, and may be most 
injuriously impaired—Every thing may 
be made public that is worthy to be 
kuowD, by subsequent publicatiou of the 
Journal. 

The second resolution is out of time as 
well as out of usage—documents are al¬ 
ways laid before the Senate in tbeir execu¬ 
tive character, for their information—after 
having made use of them and acted oa them, 
if they are supposed to contain intelligence 
important to be known to the couotry, 
either as to what Ihey contain, or as the 
justification for the couise that has been 
taken, then an enquiry of the President, 
whether their publication would affect aoy 
existing negnliation. would be proper and 
in right time—and a pievi' Us euquiry would 
be uselesr, because a previous publication 
would be wholly unnecessary. 

The next resolutions are those of Mr. Rowan, 
to wit;

The evident tendency, and it would not 
perhaps, be considered either harsh or in¬ 
decorous to say, and seeming intention of 
these resolutions, is to produce a direct 
breach between the President and Senate, 
un Icr Ibe appearance that the Presideni 
had wilfully withheld from tbe Senate, im¬ 
portant information, which it was necessa¬ 
ry for them to possess, to further Ihe per 
formance of their duties. Now is there a 
mao out of tbe Senate, who has read these 
resolutions, that believes, that important 
or useful information was their direct ob 
ject? on the contrary, can we hesitate a 
moment, to believe that the evident ten¬ 
dency of these resolutions, as well as of 
those which preceded them, was to throw 
Ibe responsibility of either opening or clo¬ 
sing tbe Senate doors upon the President 
where it ought not to have been thrown— 
aod who acted most wisely and most firmly 
in Ibe correct answer which be gave? 
where was tbe necessity to discuss this 
matter with open doors, except to give vent 
to the violent atiacks lhat may have been 
made upo.'i the President in the course ol 
debate, to bring him into disrepute? and if 
no necessity, why send to him the enquiry? 
From all that appears, these resolutions do 
oot seem to seek useful information, so much 
as to be calculated to place tbe President 
in a perilous and disadvantageous point of 
view—his answer completely extricated 
him, and perhaps do little mortificaiion may 
have been felt at bis discretion &. calmness.

This resolution is intended as a substi¬ 
tute for Mr, Dickerson's last one, and 
wishes Ibe Senate to determine, that Ihey 
cannot, consistently with their duly, pro¬ 
ceed in the consideration of the Panama 
mission, until they can learn rohether they 
are lo sit with open or with closed doors. 
Such a dilliculty as this was probably never 
suggested to the Senate before—it was a 
novel mode of arresting llieir proceedings 
—This substitute was oot accepted, but Mr. 
Dickerson's was, 

Mr. Lloyd of Massachusetts, then pro¬ 
posed to consider the resolution reported 
by the Committee on Foreigo Relations, 
which was to this effect, viz: “Resolved, 
that it is not expedient, at this time, for 
(he United States to send any Ministers 
to the Congress of American Nations, as¬ 
sembled at Panama”—This resoluiiun Mr. 
Benton wished to amend by substituting tbe 
following; 

On motion of Mr. Bentoo the said a- 
mendmenl was modified as follows: Stiike 
out all after 'Resolved' and insert—‘i'liat 
t is not expedient for the Uuiied States to 
send any Ministers to the Congress of 
American nations assembled at Panama, 
before it bIibII have received satisfactory in¬ 
formation upon the following points: First, 
The subjects to which tbe aiteution of the 
Congress will be directed: 2ndly. The 
substance and form of the powers to be 
given to tbe respective Uepresentntives: 
3Jly. The mode of orgaoiziog the Con¬ 
gress; 4tbly. The mode of action in decid¬ 
ing the questions which may be submitted 
lo it.* 

This substitute undertakes to demand 
that the four points thcreio stated must be 
made known to the Senate, before they can 
agree that it will be expedient to send the 
mission. Of these four points, the first, 
tbe third ond the fourth, no one on earth, 
we auspect, can hare the information ne¬ 
cessary to give the detail required—it would 
require a prophetic spirit. Was there any 
source where the enquiry could have been 
made, with any hope of rational satisfac¬ 
tion. previous to the meeting of tbe Con- 
ventioo, in 1787, to form a Coostilution 
for these U. States, as to tbe different “sub¬ 
jects to which the attention of the conven¬ 
tion would be directed”—as to tbe “mode 
of organizing that convention,” or as to the 
“mode of action in deciding tbe questions 
which may be submitted to them?” to de¬ 
mand such a statement in relation to Ibe 
Congress at Panama, is to ask for that 
which it is impossible to give—The world 
will therefore decide on an inexpediency 
that is vested upon impossibilities. 

The second point of enquiry, viz; “the 
substance and fonn of tbe powers to be 
given to the respective Representatives,”' 
cannot be known until tbe RepresenUiiveB 
' meet in the Congress, when there will, no
